SUBJECT: DEATH OF "FARANG", POSSIBLY AMERICAN CITIZEN 

1. BODY OF MALE CAUCASIAN KILLED BY FIREARM NEAR 
MUANG HAENG, CHIANG DAO DISTRICT, CHIANG MAI PROVINCE 
WAS TODAY (AUG 20) BROUGHT TO CHIANG MAI'S SUAN DAWK 
HOSPITAL FOR STORAGE. CONSULATE FIRST LEARNED THAT 

"A FARANG" HAD BEEN FOUND KILLED FROM LOCAL NEWSPAPER 
ON AUG 19. CONSULATE IMMEDIATELY CONTACTED BOTH 
PROVINCIAL POLICE AND BPP WHO SAID THEY WOULD NOTIFY 
US AS SOON AS MORE INFORMATION WAS AVAILABLE. ON 
AUG 20 POLICE INFORMED CONSULATE BPP SENDING HELI- 
COPTER TO SITE. VICE CONSUL STRATHEARN ACCOMPANIED 
HELICOPTER PARTY WHICH RETURNED BODY TO CHIANG MAI. 
POSITIVE IDENTIFICATION OF BODY NOT YET MADE. 

2. MUAGN HAENG VILLAGE OFFICIALS SAID FARANG CAME 
TO TOWN AND RENTED MOTORCYCLE ON AUG 16, SPENT NIGHT 
AT WAT AND LEFT AT 0700 AUG 17 WALKING ON TRAIL TO 
CHIANG DAO. WHEN HE LEFT TOWN, HE REPORTEDLY HAD RUCK- 
SACK, CAMERA AND WATCH, NONE OF WHICH WERE FOUND ON 
BODY. VILLAGERS SAID THEY LOCATED BODY AT 1000 SAME 
DAY ABOUT ONE HOUR’S WALK FROM TOWN. BODY WAS SHOT 
TWICE, THROUGH SIDE AND HEAD, BOTH ON LEFT SIDE 
APPARENTLY BY HOMEMADE SHOTGUN. ONLY ITEMS FOUND ON 
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AND CLOTHES. VILLAGE OFFICIALS SAID THAT AFTER BODY 
WAS FOUND, A VETERINARIAN VISITING FROM CHIANG DAO 
TOLD THEM HE HAD SPOKEN WITH THE FARANG WHO HAD SAID 
HE WAS AN AMERICAN ANTHROPOLOGIST FROM UNIV OF MASS 
NAMED BOB CLARK. VETERINARIAN THEN LEFT VILLAGE, 

AND CONSULATE UNCERTAIN WHETHER HE IDENTIFIED BODY 
AS THAT OF MAN WITH WHOM HE HAD SPOKEN. 

3. CONSULATE WILL CONTINUE INVESTIGATION AND ATTEMPT 
OBTAIN FINGERPRINTS FROM BODY TOMORROW.
